On Increase

An increase of 23 per cent
in the number of ducks, geese,
and swans in California early
in January over the previous
year was shown by the annual
waterfowl census conducted by
the California Department of
Fish and Game and the U. 8.
Pish and Wildlife Service,

A combined aerial and land
cgg: nt taken Jan. 79 showed

7,000 - birds compared - to

ol::,ooo counted in January of

Two factors are believed re-
sponsible for the increase in
the number of waterfowl win-
tering here. One was the good
fall migration, and the other
a decreased kill during , the
hunting season.

During the last three weeks
of the hunting season, nimrods
were hampered by widespread

conditions, and the birds

relatively undisturbed.
Results of the winter surveys;
together with information ob-
tained on the breeding grounds
and waterfowl kill surveys, are
important factors in setting
season gnd bag limits.
Ducks counted totaled 5,028,
000, a 25 per cent Increase over
last year. More common Sspe-
cies tallied were pintail (sprig),
2,380,000; ‘baldpate (widgeon),

Beach 1.089,000; mallard, 723,000; shov-

eller, 281,000; greenwinged
teal, 106,000; scaup, 107,000, and
tuddy du ,000.
